COATES RE-BORN 
IN AUST 


Football’s road to success is a long hard climb. 
And sliding down makes returning to the top twice as 
hard. But that’s what Ralph Coates has done. Coates 
trooped dejectedly off to Australia after a season of 
misery at Spurs. Now he’s back and winning praise for 
his midfield performance in Orient’s push to the fringe 
of the Second Division promotion race. 


Coates has at last shaken off 
the £190,000 flop label that 
haunted him at Tottenham. The 
former England player was un- 
comfortable at White Heart Lane 


_ after his record breaking transfer 


from Burnley in 1971, 
plunged to rock bottom 
season. : 

“\ played only one full game 
last term — and by the end, while 
everybody else was getting excit- 
ed about promotion, my con- 
fidence had gone completely. 

“\ was given the chance to go 
to Australia, to play for St. 
George of Sydney, and decided 
to take it. | went there on loan, 
but if | settled in they wanted me 
to sign a two to three-year con- 
tract. 

“Well, | did settle in. | had a 
great time, lapped up the sun- 
shine, played lots of football, and 
all my confidence came back. It 
was so good | nearly stayed there. 

“But | felt so fit and sharp | 
could make it in 
England again — ‘and that is 
where it counts.” 

Coates came home and began 
training with Spurs — and within 
days Orient manager Jimmy

Bloomfield moved in and acquired’ 
him on a free transfer. 

It was one of the shrewdest 
signings this season. Orient had a 
team full of promising youngsters, 
but needed an old head to give 
them composure. 3 

And while Coates, at 32, might 
not be ready to draw his old age 
pension yet, he’s got the ex- 
perience of more than 400 
League games behind him. 

“V'm happier now than at any 
time since | left Burnley,’’ he says. 
“Coming to Orient was just the 
challenge | needed. 

“\'ve been playing a new role, 
deeper in midfield, and it really 
suits me. I’ve also been delighted 
with the way the other lads here 
have accepted me. 

“4 knew my job was to help 
them — but | didn’t know how 
they would respond to me. | 
thought they might not like 
criticism. 

“In.fact it’s been the opposite. 
They're a great bunch of ladsy 
who can’t learn enough. It’s given 
me a new lease of life — | honest- 
ly believe | could keep playing for 
another three or four years.”
